The  Third  A!=5 sis tant  Postmaster  Genera,!  has  called  to  the  attention 
of  this  Dep^:rt.ment  the  mailing  "by  field  representatives  of  our 
Department  of  large  envelopes  containing  circulars  or  small  pamph- 
lets v/hich  could  be  folded  and  enclosed  in  smaller  envelopes.  It 
was  pointed  out  that  the  use  of  large  envelopes  necossitates  tha 
distribution  of  those  pieces  through  "flat"  distributing  cases, 
whereas  if  the  mailings  wero  prepar--d  in  sm<aller  size  envelopes  dis- 
tribution could  be  made  more  expeditiously  through  the  letter  cases. 

Attention  was  also  called  to  the  practice  on  the  pa^rt  of  some  field 
offices  of  tucicing  in  the  fla.ps  of  kraft  envelopes  rather  thaii  seal--- 
ing  them.    The  practice  of  tucid.ng  in  the  flaps  of  envelopes  leaves 
a  large  opening  so  that  other  let-^ers  end  cards  often  become  lodged 
inside  the  unsealed  envelopes  during  transmission  through  the  ma.ils. 

We  have  noticed  quite  a.  bit  of  mail  a.rriving  from  the  several  field 
and  Regional  offices  of  the  Admini  strait  ion  addressed  to  our  former 
offices  at  1014  Pifth  Street,  Horthwest.    As  you  were  previously 
a.dvised,  the  Administration  vacated  those  offices  several  months 
ago,  so  that  mail  should  no  longer  be  sent  to  that  address. 

We  have  also  received  a-  number  of  envelopes  from  Regional  offices 
containing  correspondence  addressed  to  field  offices  and  to  other 
Government  agencies  in  Washii-'gton.    Your  attention  is  ca.lled  to  the 
fact  that  mail  should  be  carefully  cheered  before  being  placed  in 
envelopes  addressed  to  our  Washington  office,  and  any  mail  v^hich  is 
addressed  to  agencies  outside  the  Department  of  Agriculture  should 
be  pla-ced  in  envelopes  addressed,  directly  to  those  agencies  and 
mailed  in  a  sepa.ra.te  envelope.     This  will  provide  for  much  more  rapid 
delivery  of  mail  in  Washing" on  to  those  agencies  outside  the  Depa.rtraent.
